That card 
should be presented to Miss Lanen when the registration card is secured. 

Mr. Morrison will be in the small room opposite the Direotor's office and 
Dr. Greene and Dr. Thomas in the Blue Parlor--Dr. Greene to the right, Dr. 
Thomas to the left as you enter the parlor from the hall. 


Registration cards obtained at the Director's office should be 
presented to Mrs. Powell who will be in the Library (second floor) from two 
o'clock on. A representative from the College Treasurer's office will be 
there at the same time. It is requested that all bills which have not been 
paid be attended to at this time. 


Please keep in mind the fact that if you wish to' change your status 
from that of a visitor or non-credit student to that of a credit student in 
any course, this change must be made on or before July 7.

A preliminary notice concerning parking has been made in the 
catalogue. New and stringently enforced state laws prohibit the parking of 
cars on the side of the highway, and it is requested that students and guests 
endeavor to keep the roads clear in front of the Inn.
